President Hoover was called upon by 
the senate today to submit specific 
‘recommendations for. reducing govern- 
mental expenditures, as the log jams 
holding up congressional action on re- 
lief and economy showed signs of 
l reaking. 

Confsed over the exact status of 
the budget-balancing drive, the senate 
adopted a resolution asking President 
Hoover to submit specific suggestions 
for cutting governmental] expeagditures. 

Meanwhile, house and senate con- 
ferees neared an agreement on the na- 
tional economy bill which was predict- 
ed by the negotiators to yield savings 
of from $130,000,000 to $150,000,000.

Black Is Leading 
Kilby in Alabama 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., June 14.— 
(P)—Senator Hugo Black, of Bir- 
mingham, who announced during the 
campaign before the second primary 
that, although “personally and_polit- 
ically dry,” he would vote for a refer- 
endum on prohibition, tonight appar- 
ently had been renominated over for- 
mer Governor Thomas E. Kilby. of 
Anniston, also favoring a referendum 
on the basis of unofficial returns. 

The Associated Press tabulation at 
midnight gave Black 86,112 votes to 
61.249 for Kilbey, with 1,537 boxes 
out of 2,136 accounted for. Political 
observers estimated that approximate- 
ly 25,000 votes remained in the 603 
boxes missing, in which Black prob- 
ably would maintain his ratio, 

Mrs. J. E. Frazier, of Birmingham. 
and Mrs. A. Y. Malone, of Dothan, 
were running a close race for demo- 
cratic national committeewoman, with 
the latter holding a 6.000 lead, with 
1.108 boxes counted. The vote stood: 
hg Malone 46,449; Mrs. Frazier 40,- 
183.

These developments followed events 
popping like a cluster of firecrackers, 
including surprise threats from the 
drys both for a floor fight and a 
move against the national ticket in 
November. 

As hearings ran far into the night, 
hope for a report by the special sub- 
committee on the platform before early 
morning diminished. 

Secretaries Mills, of New York, and 
Hyde, of Missouri, representing con- 
flicting views on prohibition, were the 
two cabinet members put on the spe- 
cial platform building committee. Am- 
bassador Edge, New Jersey’s repre- 
sentative, is a close friend of the 
president, 

Wet leaders said only four of the 
15 members of the resolutions com- 
mittee considered to be wets were put 
on the special committee.

At Republican Convention 


CHICAGO, June 14.—(AP)—Fol- 
lowing is a partial text of the “key- 
note” speech delivered by Senator 
L. J. Dickinson Tuesday at the open- 
ing of the republican national con- 
vention: 

Perhaps it was with prophetic 
vision that the American people 
elected Herbert Hoover four years 
ago with the greatest popular and 
electoral college vote any president 
ever received. At any rate he had 
scarcely taken the oath of his of- 
fice before economic storm clouds 
had begun to cast their sinister 
shadow over the nations of the’ 
world. 

His first act prevented a finan- 
cial panic. Invoking the powers of 
the federal serve board, he pre- 
vented this catastrophe. Thus he 
cushioned the effects of the debacle 
in Wali Street which followed the 
greatest period of stock speculation 
the world had ever known. 

With the knowledge that every 
major economic convulsion in the 
past had been attended by strikes, 
riots, bloodshed and death. Presi- 
dent Hoover's next concern was to 
maintain social order. 

To this end he summoned to the 
White House industrial leaders of 
the nation and obtained from them 
a promise to maintain existing wage 
scales as long as it was possible 
to do so. 

On the same day leaders of or- 
ganized iabor, sitting around the 
same conference table. gave their 
pledge that there would be no indus- 
trial wage disturbances.

Culbertson on Contract 


When to Pre-Empt and Why. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON, 
World’s Champion Player and Greatest Card Analyst 


The great majority of contract 
hands lend themselves to approach 
bidding—to bids which reveal not only 
the strength held by our partner, but 
the strength held by our opponents 
as well. Occasionally, however, in the 
course of a contract session, hands 
occur which do not lend themselves 
to such treatment. In this type fall 
all kinds of forcing bids on hands in 
which onr honor holdings is so great 
that we cannot reasonably expect our 
partner to be able to respond because 
lacking in honor strength, nor can 
we hope that our opponents will over- 
eall, because their hands, too, must 
he well nigh barren of honor hold- 
ings. This is the basic reason for us- 
ing forcing bids in opening the. bid- 
ding, and these bids, although cor- 
rectly designated as forcing, are in 
reality only gigantic approach bids, 
for the opening suit bid of two im- 
pliesgprimarily that the bidder is un- 
certain as to the final declaration, 
but wants the assistance of his part- 
ner, however weak his holding may be, 
in determining what is the best final 
bid on the eombined hands. 

With another type of hand, how- 
ever, the opening bidder has Ro doubt, 
so far as his holding is concerned, 
as to what suit should be named as 
trump. This is a hand of inflexible 
type, with a strong, long and predom- 
inant trump. suit, and, generally 
speaking, the best results will be ob- 
tained with such holdings by the use 
of pre-emptive or game bids. 

An interesting example of this type 
of hand occurred in a recent dupli- 
cate game at the Wissahickon Bridge 
Club in Philadelphia, Pa. Where the 
hand was opened with a pre-emptive 
bid of five clubs, five «clubs were 
made.

MOTHER'S SLAYING 
LAID 10 ATTORNEY 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 14.— 
(P)—John R. Boyle, 37-year-old at- 
torney, was charged today with the 
murder of his mother, Mrs. Jesse A. 
Boyle, 66, member of one of Birming- 
ham’s oldest and most prominent fam- 
ilies, 

Warrant for the attorney’s arrest 
was ordered by County Investigator 
G. M. Evans, after investigating his 
story that his mother was stabbed to 
death yesterday by a man who at- 
tempted to rob them while they gath- 
ered flowers on Shades mountain, 12 
miles from Birmingham. 

After the warrant was served, 
Boyle was removed to the county jail 
from a hospital where he was under 
treatment for wounds he said were 
received when he went to the rescue 
of his mother. His injuries were de- 
scribed as “minor.” 


Boyle appeared at a mountain resi- 
dence last night and said he had been 
unconscious since 2 p. m., when the 
attack occurred. His mother’s body 
was found at the foot of a bluff, 50) 
feet off the highway, with her throat | 
slashed and a jugular vein severed. 

County officers said valuable dia- 
mond rings and a diamond brooch 
worn by Mrs. Boyle and a small sum 
of money in her purse was untouch- 
ed. There was nothing, they said, to 
indicate robbery. 

A towel found wrapped 
Mrs. Boyle’s head was said by her 
son to have been placed there after 
he regained consciousness last night. 
He also explained a bottle of chloro- 
form found in his car was used for 
treating a skin ailment.
